Most economists who talk on the 


subject expect that 
the 
current 


ausiness boom in the United States 
will have a set-back by mid-year. 


The period to follow can be a 


healthful readjustment, 
a 
reces- 


sion or a depression. A recession 
could be mild or severe, brief or 
prolonged. 


With prospects good for at least 


three more months of the present 
boom, few economists are discus- 
sing a depression as such. 


Some say no recession is nec- 
essary if a direcl altack on high 
prices is made now. The present 
high price level is one of the chief 
concerns of all economists.

subject expect that

will have a set-back by mid-year. 


The period to follow can be a 


healthful readjustment,

A recession 
could be mild or severe, brief or 
prolonged.

sing a depression as such. 


Some say no recession is nec- 
essary if a direcl altack on high 
prices is made now.
